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At  Home  with  Nancy  McDow 


Nancy  McDow  belongs  to  a  small  but  elite  group:  She  is  one  of  those  few  who  have  lived  in 
Elsah,  and  in  the  same  house,  for  her  entire  life.  Her  lovely  home  at  29  LaSalle  was  built 
by  her  father,  Dewey  McDow,  on  the  site  of  the  Giberson  store  which  had  burned  in  1924. 

In  September  of  1925  Dewey  married  Nancy's  mother,  Mary  Louise  Hansbrough  from 
Palmyra,  Missouri.  He  met  Miss  Hansbrough  in  the  early  1920s  when  she  was  a  passenger 
on  the  train  traveling  to  Chautauqua  to  visit  the  Newland  family.  During  his  career  as  a 
railroad  man  Dewey  worked  on  the  Chicago,  Peoria,  and  St.  Louis  (C.P.StSt.L.)  Railroad  and 
the  Alton  and  Eastern  (AStE)  Railroad  (later  sold  to  Illinois  Terminal).  He  went  on  to  be  the 
first  driver  of  the  famous  Dinky  when  it  started  to  travel  the  Alton  to  Grafton  route  in  1933. 
Before  starting  his  long  career  working  on  the  trains,  Dewey  served  in  the  U.S.  Army  during 
the  latter  days  of  World  War  1.  He  spent  his  service  time  in  Paris,  France,  and  always 
longed  to  return  for  a  visit. 


Nancy  attended  the  Elsah  School  through 
eighth  grade.  Then,  along  with  eight 
others  who  also  graduated  from  the  Elsah 
School,  she  attended  Alton  High  School, 
graduating  in  June  1945  in  a  class  of  190 
students.  Of  the  original  eight  from  the 
Elsah  School,  only  five  graduated  from 
Alton  High  School  and  they  all  remain  a 
close-knit  group.  Besides  Nancy  there 
was  Betty  Cresswell  Hopkins,  Carl  Legate, 
Bob  Leonard,  and  Bill  Rister.  The  Alton 
High  School  class  of  1945  holds  a  reunion 
every  five  years  and  Nancy  serves  on  the 
planning  committee.  This  year's  three-day 
reunion  was  held  last  September.  In  all 
these  years,  Nancy  has  not  missed  a  single 
reunion. 

During  her  high  school  years,  Nancy 
remembers  leaving  her  house  at  6:00 
every  weekday  morning  to  ride  with  Betty 
Cresswell  in  the  car  with  Nancy's  father 
who  was  on  his  way  to  work.  The  two  girls 
would  be  dropped  off  at  the  home  of 
Nancy's  aunt,  Gertrude  McDow  Ward,  who 
lived  on  Logan  Street  just  off  of  State 
Street  in  Alton. 


Aunt  Gertrude  would  fix  breakfast  for  the 
girls  before  they  caught  the  bus  for  school. 
The  two  would  then  ride  home  after  school 
on  the  Dinky.

After  high  school  Nancy  spent  the  next  four  years  at  Shurtleff  College  in  Alton  before  going 
on  to  spend  the  next  32  2/3  years  working  at  Miller's  Mutual  Insurance  Company  in  Alton. 
Nancy  says  that  the  two-thirds  of  a  year  was  a  very  important  consideration  when  making 
retirement  plans. 

Nancy's  years  in  retirement  have  been  busy  ones.  When  asked  if  she  had  ever  felt  any 
desire  to  move  to  another  area,  she  responded  with  a  definite  "no."  Elsah  is  her  home,  she 
loves  this  area,  and  she  enjoys  the  close  friendship  of  many  people,  especially  her  life-long 
friend  and  close  companion,  Wayne  Rowling,  a  retired  Illinois  State  Trooper  who  has  lived 
all  his  life  in  Grafton.  Nancy  also  adores  her  three  cats,  Bridget,  Billy-Bob,  and  Tom.  In 
fact,  Nancy  cares  for  a  lot  of  the  animal  population  in  Elsah.  She  is  famous  for  setting  out 
a  daily  feast  in  the  woods  across  the  street  from  her  home. 

According  to  information  found  in  the  Sesquicentennial  Edition  of  the  Jersey  County 
History,  published  in  1991,  John  McDow,  Jr.  was  the  first  McDow  to  reside  in  Jersey 
County.  He  emigrated  from  South  Carolina  to  Illinois  and  settled  in  Jersey  County  in  1824. 
The  Village  of  Dow  is  named  for  him. 

Nancy's  grandfather,  William  McDow,  is  a  descendent  of  John  McDow,  Jr.  and  his  wife, 
Margaret  Gillham  McDow.  William  purchased  the  Union  Hotel  in  Elsah  on  April  25,  1881 
and  converted  the  hotel  into  a  store  and  living  quarters  where  he  and  his  wife,  Mary  Huss 
McDow,  raised  their  six  children:  Mona,  Gertrude,  Lucy,  Nita,  William  (aka  Pat),  and  Dewey. 

Another  important  Elsah  connection  comes  from  Mary  Huss  McDow's  side  of  the  family. 
Mary  was  Nancy's  grandmother  and  the  sister  of  Josephine  Huss  who  married  Edward 
Keller.  Josephine  was  famous  for  her  home-made  sweets  at  the  J.  K.  Keller  Store  which 
she  opened  in  1877.  After  Josephine  passed  on  in  1939,  the  store  remained  open  under 
the  proprietorship  of  their  son,  Lawrence,  and  then  their  grandson,  Edward,  until  it  finally 
closed  on  June  30,  1970.  Since  Eddie  Keller's  and  Nancy  McDow's  grandmothers  were 
sisters,  they  are  second  cousins. 


Of  William  McDow's  and  Mary  Huss 
McDow's  six  children,  only  Mona  and 
Dewey  provided  grandchildren:  Mona  had 
one  son,  Edwin  Neylon,  who  passed  away 
about  ten  years  ago,  and  a  daughter, 
Isabel.  Dewey  had  two  daughters,  one 
who  passed  away  in  infancy,  and  Nancy.

In  later  years  it  was  left  to  Nancy  to  care 
for  two  of  her  aunts,  Lucy  and  Gertrude, 
and  her  Uncle  Pat  as  they  grew  older. 
Nancy  says  she  often  questioned  why  her 
Uncle  William  was  called  "Pat,"  but  no 
satisfactory  answer  was  ever  given.  The 
two  brothers  both  used  H  for  their  middle 
initial,  which  stood  for  Henry,  but  this  was 
never  an  "official"  middle  name. 

Nancy's  Aunt  Lucy,  known  to  the 
community  as  "Miss  Lucy,"  lived  her  entire 
life  in  the  old  Union  Hotel  and  was  famous 
for  her  quiet  grace  and  her  garden.  When 
the  building  burned  and  was  finally  razed 
in  2003  it  left  a  void  in  many  Elsah  hearts. 

Over  the  years  Nancy  McDow  has  proven 
to  be  a  kind,  caring,  and  generous  citizen 
of  this  community.  We  wish  her  many 
more  years  of  happiness  and  good  health.

Members  of  the  museum  committee  hosted 
Shirley  and  Ed  Weber  and  Virginia  and  Don 
Norvill  when  they  visited  Elsah  in  October. 
They  brought  with  them  items  belonging  to 
the  McNair  family  that  they  donated  to  the 
Elsah  Museum.  Beulah  McNair  Carpenter 
grew  up  in  the  brick  home  which  is  now  the 
residence  of  Jeralyn  and  Ed  Lewitz.  She 
moved  to  Peoria  from  Elsah  in  1910  and  then 
to  California  in  1934,  leaving  a  large  trunk  full 
of  items  belonging  to  the  McNair  family  in  the 
care  of  Ed's  and  Virginia's  mother,  who  was 
Beulah's  good  friend.  The  trunk  was  never 
reclaimed  and  was  finally  released  to  the 
Weber  family  to  dispose  of  as  they  saw  fit. 
The  items  donated  to  the  museum  included  a 
family  Bible,  several  books,  a  scale,  a  dry  cell 
radio,  a  graphophone  (an  early  phonograph), 
and  a  printer's  plate  for  printing  directions  for 
a  folding  basket  (one  of  the  inventions  of  the 
McNair  brothers).

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The  Piasa  Painting... in  Elsah?

A  new  theory  about  the  origins  of  the  Piasa  has  been  proposed  by  local  author  and  history  buff,  Mark 
Nickless.  There  may  be  some  elements  of  truth  to  his  theory,  but  basically  it  is  just  a  good  story  and  a  fun 
read — and  it  is  about  Elsah. 

The  theory  raises  some  interesting  questions:  Was  the  original  Piasa,  described  in  1673  by  the  Jesuit  Priest 
Jacques  Marquette  during  his  exploration  of  the  Mississippi  River  with  Louis  Joliet,  located  on  what  has  long 
been  known  as  "Piasa  Bluffs"  at  the  entrance  to  Elsah?  Was  the  original  Piasa  Bird  really  a  "bird  that  devours 
men"?  Could  it  have  been  a  Chinese  lung  or  dragon,  the  symbol  for  over  4,000  years  of  the  Imperial  Emperor, 
painted  sometime  between  1421  and  1423  by  Chinese  explorers? 


Students  of  history  have  long  been  aware  of  the 
Chinese  treasure  ships  that  sailed  Earth's  seas  from 
about  1406  to  1434.  In  his  book  1421,  The  Year 
China  Discovered  America,  (HarperCollins,  2004), 
author  Gavin  Menzies  builds  a  strong  case  for  the 
exploration  of  both  the  North  and  South  American 
continents  (including  the  Caribbean  and  the  St. 
Lawrence  Seaway)  by  Chinese  explorers.  In  his 
2005  essay.  Evidence  of  Ming-Era  Exploration  in  the 
Central  Mississippi  Valley,  Mark  Nickless,  proposes 
that  these  explorers  also  found  their  way  along  the 
Mississippi  River  —  to  Elsah 's  Piasa  Bluffs. 

In  1673  Marquette  wrote:  "While  skirting  some  rocks 
which  by  their  height  and  length  inspired  awe,  we 
saw  upon  one  of  them  two  painted  monsters  which 
at  first  made  us  afraid,  and  upon  which  the  boldest 
savages  dare  not  long  rest  their  eyes.  They  are  large 
as  a  calf;  they  have  horns  on  their  heads  like  those 
of  a  deer,  a  horrible  look,  red  eyes,  a  beard  like  a 
tiger's,  a  face  somewhat  like  a  man's,  a  body  covered 
with  scales,  and  so  long  a  tail  that  it  winds  all 
around  the  body,  passing  above  the  head  and  going 
back  between  the  legs,  ending  in  a  fish's  tail.  Green, 
red,  and  black  are  the  three  colors  composing  the 
picture.  Moreover,  these  two  monsters  are  so  well 
painted  that  we  cannot  believe  that  any  savage  is 
their  author,  for  good  painters  in  France  would  find 
it  difficult  to  paint  so  well,  and  besides,  they  are  so 
high  up  on  the  rock  that  it  is  difficult  to  reach  that 
place  conveniently  to  paint  them." 

Mr.  Nickless  argues  that  the  painting  described  by 
Pere  Marquette  describes  a  Chinese  Imperial  lung, 
or  dragon,  and  gives  eleven  identifying  features:  1) 
not  one  but  a  pair  of  creatures;  2)  horns  like  a  deer 
(the  Eurasian  roebuck,  which  has  spike  horns,  not 
antlers);  3)  a  beard  like  a  tiger's;  4)  a  body  covered 
with  scales;  5)  Imperial  paint  colors  of  green,  red, 
and  black;  6)  long  sinuous  tails  long  enough  to  wrap 
around  the  body;  7)  tails  that  terminate  in  a  fish's 
tail;  8)  humanlike  faces;  9)  an  absence  of  wings 
(Chinese  dragons  fly  without  wings);  10)  highly 
sophisticated  execution  that  "good  painters  in 
France  would  find  it  difficult  to  paint  so  well";  11) 
red,  fiery,  demon  eyes. 

The  word  "Piasa"  has  been  defined,  not  as  "the  bird 
that  devours  men,"  but  as  "water  elf  or  "dwarf  and 
could   refer  to  the  Chinese  artists  who  were  much 
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smaller  in  stature  than  the  local  Native  Americans. 
The  Chinese  also  had  the  paints  that  produced  the 
colors  and  the  skills  necessary  to  produce  a  work 
that  could  be  compared  with  "good  painters  in 
France."  Native  Americans  evidently  did  not  possess 
these  paint  colors  or  this  level  of  artistic  skill. 

Mr.  Nickless  also  believes  that  the  Piasa  Bluffs,  at 
the  northwest  entrance  to  Elsah,  were  the  actual 
location  of  the  Piasa  painting.  The  painting  is 
always  described  as  being  north  of  Alton,  but  Elsah 
was  not  yet  established  when  these  descriptions 
were  recorded.  The  widely  accepted  legend  about 
the  Piasa,  where  it  became  "the  bird  that  devours 
men,"  had  its  origins  in  a  fictional  story  written  by 
John  Russell  in  1836. 

Years  of  weathering,  erosion,  and  vandalism  took 
their  toll  on  the  painting.  The  final  blow  came  when 
the  Village  of  Elsah  was  established  in  1853  and  the 
bluffs  were  quarried  for  homes  and  shops  In 
addition,  an  increase  in  vegetation  and  the  more 
recent  building  of  the  River  Road  make  comparison 
with  the  view  in  Henry  Lewis'  painting  (below) 
difficult.  However,  Mr.  Nickless  believes  there  do 
remain  identifying  features  that  fit  the  Henry  Lewis 
painting.  Is  this  theory  plausible?  We  may  never 
know,  but  it  certainly  conjures  up  rich  fodder  for 
one's  imagination. 


During  the  summers  of  1846,  1847,  and  1848,  St. 
Louis  artist,  Henry  Lewis,  explored  the  Mississippi 
River  Valley  and  documented  what  he  saw  with  his 
painting.  His  work  was  published  in  Germany  in 
1854  in  a  book  Das  illustrirte  Mississippithal,  and 
includes  this  painting  of  "The  Piasa  Rock. "

They  have  a  daughter  Christa  who  lives 
near  Buffalo,  New  York,  with  husband  Todd 
Morgan  and  daughter  Nicolette  Lyn.  They  also 
have  a  son  Eric  who  lives  in  Durham,  North 
Carolina,  with  wife  Elesha  and  daughter  Lily 
Noelle. 

Mike  Pitchford  built  the  inn  in  1982,  and  he 
and  his  wife  Pauline  are  looking  forward  to 
"life  after  The  Green  Tree  Inn."
